First Day. 

Springfield. Ohio, Wednesday, September 7, 1881. 

Bishop Isaac W. Wiley, D. D., opened the thirtieth session of the . 
Cincinnati Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
St. Paul Church, of Springfield, Ohio, this morning at 9 o’clock, by 
reading the One Hundreth Psalm, and a part of the twelfth chapter of 
the Epistle to the Hebrews, after which was sung the 798th Hymn, com- 
mencing, 

“ And are we yet alive, 

And see each other’s face?” 

After the hymn was sung the Conference was led in prayer by Wm. 
Young, who gave thanks for the merciful preservation of the lives of all 
the members of the Conference throughout the year, and made special 
intercession in behalf of President Garfield in his aflfliction. 

Bishop Wiley then announced the hymn commencing, 

“Jesus, the name high over all, 

In hell, or earth, or sky,” 

which was sung by the Conference. 

The presiding elders having been invited within the chancel to assist 
in the service. Bishop Wiley proceeded to the consecration of the ele- 
ments, after which the holy communion of the Lord’s-supper was ad- 
ministered to the ministers and laity present. 

Two hundred persons received the sacrament. 

Bishop Wiley made, remarks appropriate to the opening of the session, 
and called the Conference to order for business. 

The Secretary of the last session called the roll of the Conference, and 
one hundred and twenty-seven answered to their names. 

For attendance see the Conference roll. 

B. J. Starr was re-elected Secretary, and authorized to nominate his 



assistants. 
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The Secretary nominated his assistants, and they were elected, as fol- 
lows : F. G. Mitchell, A. M. Griffith, R. E. Smith, S. 0. Royal, and H. 
C. Weakley. R. E. Smith and S. 0. Royal were designated to take 
charge of statistics, and H. C. Weakley to have charge of railroad cer- 
tificates. 

On motion of G. Moody, the Conference expressed its sympathy with 
the President of the United Slates, and engaged in a season of prayer for 
his merciful recovery. Dr. Moody, by request of Bishop Wiley, led the 
devotions of the Conference in prayer for this special object. 

Wm. Herr offered the following paper, which was adopted : 

Resolved^ That we regard with utter abhorrence the crime that has in- 
flicted such severe suffering upon our beloved President, and we hereby 
express our profound sympathy with him in all his affliction, and in the 
deep sorrow brought upon his family and the nation, and we assure him 
that we shall continue to remember him in prayer that God may impart 
divine comfort and support; and we devoutly implore the Divine Healer j 
to speedily restore to health the President of the United States, and to | 
let him live, a blessing to his family and to the nation at large. | 

Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing resolution be signed in behalf 
of the Conference by the Bishop and Secretary, and forwarded to the |

G. Moody moved that a meeting in the interests of Temperance, as 
provided for in the action of Conference last year, be held on Friday 
evening. The motion prevailed. 

The Twentieth Question, “ IFas the character of each 'preacher exam- 
ined ?” was taken up. 

The character of A. B. Leonard, Presiding Elder, was passed, and he 
reported the state of the work in the East Cincinnati District. 

The preachers in charge were directed to report their collections for 
missions and superannuates. 

The names of G. W. Kelly, J. W. Bushong, J. H. Lease, G. W. Du- 
bois, J. Pearson, H. B. Ridgaway, J. Whitney, J. P. Porter, A. Bowers,

Second Day.

Thursday, September 8, 1881. 

Conference met at 8^ o’clock this morning. Bishop Wiley in the 
chair. S. D. Clayton, by appointment of Bishop Wiley, conducted the 
prayer-meeting, in the exercises of which N. McDonald, Henry Middle- 
ton, L. D. McCabe, A. B. Leonard, and Thomas Lee led in pra'yer. 

At 9 o’clock Bishop Wiley called the Conference to order for business. 

The Minutes of yesterday’s session were read, and, after amendment, 
were approved. 

The names of those absent yesterday were called, and eighteen re- 
sponded present. 

W. Herr moved that the roll be called to-morrow morning for the pur- 
pose of having the members answer whether they had observed the res- 
olution passed last year in reference to the use of tobacco. The 
motion of brother Herr was laid on the table, and the further calling of 
the roll was dispensed with. 



A. Lowrey offered a paper upon the subject of drawing the Biblical 
schools of our Church into closer connection and fellowship with our 
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Conference, and moved the reference of the paper to the Committee on 
Education. The paper was so referred. 

Bishop Wiley announced that the Conference was authorized to draw 
on the Chartered Fund for thirty dollars. The draft was ordered, signed, 
and passed to the Conference Stewards. 

On motion of B. F. Dimmick, John W. Mason’s name was placed on 
the list of Conference claimants for the past year. 

H. B. Ridgaway presented a paper from Drew Theological Seminary, 
which was passed, with papers from the Ohio Wesleyan University, 
Xenia College, Garrett Biblical Institute, and the report of the visitors 
for the Ohio Wesleyan University, to the Committee on Education. 

T. H. Pearne offered the following, which was adopted ; 

Whereas^ In the administration of one of the pastors of this Confer- 
ence, it has occurred that he has transferred members from one society to 
another in his charge, with the full consent and desire of the parties so 
transferred ; and, whereas^ upon a representation of the case to the ensu- 
ing Quarterly Conference, of the said charge upon complaint of a 
party, the presiding elder decided that the said pastor had the right to 
so transfer said members ; therefore, be it 

Resolved., That the bishop presiding at this Conference be requested 
to decide whether a pastor has the right to transfer members from one 
society to another in the same charge.

Whereas^ The General Conferance has made its published Minutes the 
official Journal of its proceedings, and has recommended, for good rea- 
sons, that the annual conferences do the same, and furnish the printed 
Minutes bound for each quadrennium to the General Conference for ex- 
amination : therefore. 

Resolved., That the Cincinnati Conference instruct its Secretary to 
carefully edit and publish in our Annual Minutes correct and full reports 
of all its doings, and that the said published Minutes, signed by presiding 
Bishop and attested by the Secretary, be made the official record of the 
proceedings of the Conference. 

Leave of absence was granted to the officers and Managers of the Con- 
ference Missionary Society, and also to the Conference Trustees. 

The name of S. F. Conrey was ordered to be placed on the list of 
Conference Claimants. 

A. B. Leonard requested that J. J. Hill be heard by the Conference, 
and brother Hill spoke upon his labors during the year as Conference 
Missionary, and requested a superannuated relation. 

A motion was adopted granting brother Hill’s request for a change of 
relation. 
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The Twentieth Question was resumed, and Wm. I. Fee, Presiding 
Elder of the Ripley District, represented the state of the work in his 
charge, and his character was passed. 

The names of F. G. Mitchell, H. C. Middleton, J. Verity, N. H. Prince, 
D. L. Aultman, S. W. Edmiston, W. M. Boyer, S. N. Marsh, H. Stokes, 
J. Vance, W. B. Moler, W. H. Sutherland, H. D. Rice, W. Mahon, 
L. M. Daris, J. F. McColm, E. M. Cole, W. J, Baker, E. P. James, and 
C. W. Drees were called, and their characters were passed, those in 
charge who were present having reported their collections. 

A letter from N. H. Prince to the Conference was read by the Secre- 
tary, in which brother Prince requested a supernumerary relation. His 
collections were reported, and, on motion of W. I. Fee, his request was 
granted. ^ 

The Fifth Question, “ TFAo are admitted into full connection?” was 
taken up. 

Valorous F. Brown, Benjamin D. Hypes, Wilbur P. Thirkield, Edward 
T. Lane, probationers of the second year, were called forward, and very 
impressively addressed by Bishop Wiley in explanatory and advisory 
remarks. The Bishop examined them upon the Disciplinary Questions 
propounded to candidates for reception into full connection, and having 
answered these questions satisfactorily, and having been favorably rep- 
resented by their presiding elders and examiners, and having reported 
their collections, they were admitted into full connection. 

B. D. Hypes, W. P. Thirkield, and E. T. Lane were elected to deacons’ 
orders, brother Brown having been previously ordained. 

The character of Felipe N. Cordova, a member of the class engaged 
in missionary work in Mexico, was passed, and as no communication had 
been received regarding his case, he was continued on trial. 

W. B. Moler read the preliminary report of the Conference Stewards. 

A. Lowrey, J. F. Marlay, and A. Bowers were appointed a committee 
on Special Resolutions of Conference, to report before final adjournment. 

The Secretary of the Conference and the committee who published the 
Minutes of last year requested the appointment of a committee to audit 
their accounts.

On motion, the Bishop and cabinet were requested to nominate the 
Triers of Appeals.

Bassett as the fraternal delegate of the Ohio Conference of the Methodist 
Protestant Church to the Cincinnati Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. Brother Bassett was introduced by Bishop Wiley, and 
addressed the Conference, expressing the greetings of his conference. 

Thos. Lee moved that the Conference Stewards be instructed to make 
an allowance to brother J. J. Hill on the basis of $400. The motion 
was laid on the table. 

T. H. Pearne moved that an executive session of the Conference be 
held with closed doors at 3 o’clock to-morrow afternoon in Central 
Church, to consider the report of the special committee on the Cincin- 
nati Wesleyan College, and the session was so ordered.

It was ordered that Statistical Table No. 3 should not be published in 
the Conference Minutes, except the recapitulation by districts. 

The Bishop appointed S. B. Smith to conduct the opening services to- 
morrow morning. 

After the giving of notices. Conference adjourned with the benediction 
by G. Moody. 

Fourth Day. 

Saturday, September lo, i88i. 

Conference opened this morning at half-past eight o’clock. Bishop 
Wiley in the chair. 

S. B. Smith, by appointment of the Bishop, conducted the prayer- 
meeting, which was opened with the singing of the first hymn,

The Third Question — “ Who remain on trial V' — was taken up. 

The names of Leonidas 0. Deputy, Francis M. Kirgan, Edward E. 
Holmes, and Charles H. Haines were called, and they were reported by 
their examiners and presiding elders. Those in charge having reported 
their collections, their characters were passed, and they were continued 
on trial. 

The Fourteenth Question, “ What traveling deacons have been elected 
elders ?” was taken up. 

The names of Henry Witham, Henry C. Weakley, Stanley 0. Royal, 
John A. White, and John Y. Leming were called, they reported their 
collections, and, after favorable representations by their examiners and 
presiding elders, their characters were passed, and they were elected to 
elders’ orders. 

The Tenth Question, “ What local preachers have been elected dea- 
cons ?” was taken up.

T. H. Pearne presented the certificate of William Raper Dille, from 
the Quarterly Conference of Germantown, and of William Michael, from 
the Quarterly Conference of North Hampton. 

W. I. Fee presented the certificate of Joseph R. Long, from the Quar- 
terly Conference of Williamsburg. 

These brethren were called forward and introduced to the Conference 
by Bishop Wiley, after which they were represented by their examiners 
and the presiding elders. 
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C. W. Barnes, J. W. Luccock, and M. Le Sourd were elected to dea- 
cons* orders. 

On motion of R. K. Deem, the action of previous sessions was re- 
affirmed, that we will elect local preachers to orders in those cases only 
in which the work requires their ordination. 

Conference declined to elect William Michael to deacon’s orders, and, 
by the consent of the Conference, Dr. Pearne withdrew the recommenda- 
tion of W. R. Dille. 

Joseph R. Long was elected to deacon’s orders. 

The Sixteenth Question, “ JVhat local deacons have been elected 
elders ?” was taken up, and a call of the districts was made, but no rec- 
ommendations were presented. 

Rev. Albert S. Hunt, D. D., Corresponding Secretary of the American 
Bible Society, was introduced by Bishop Wiley, and eloquently addressed 
the Conference in a powerful and inspiring speech on the spread of the 
Scriptures and the work of the American Bible Society. 

At the close of Dr. Hunt’s address the following, offered by Gr. Moody, 
was adopted : 

Resolved^ That we recognize the wisdom of the managers of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society in securing the services of Rev. Dr. Hunt as its agent; 
and delighted, edified, and animated with his address before the Cincin- 
nati Conference, now in session, we pledge him a hearty welcome to our 
homes, pulpits, and congregations, and we greatly rejoice together that 
his address gives emphasis to the divine declaration that “ God gave the 
Word: great was the company of them that published it. Kings of armies 
fied apace; and she that tarried at home divided the spoil.” We re- 
joice that the Bible, the star that is not dimmed nor drowned with over- 
flowing clouds, still sheds its increasing light, and now leads thousands 
of wise men, as erst it led the Magi of Arabia, to our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ. 

A. B. Leonard offered the following, which was adopted : 

Whereas, On the night of March 23, 1881, McKendree Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Cincinnati, was consumed by fire ; and, whereas, the 
membership of said Church is made up mainly of poor people, who are 
barely able to pay their current expenses ; and, whereas, the assets of said 
Church, including the subscription of the congregation are only equal to 
about one-half the cost (S8,000) of the house of worship which it is nec- 
essary to build ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we request the Board of Church Extension of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church to appropriate to McKendree Church the 
sum of one thousand dollars. 

The order of the day, fixing the place of the next session, was post- 
poned until Monday at 10 o’clock. 
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The report of the Committee on Temperance was read by J. Pearson, 
and, without discussion, it was unanimously adopted by a rising vote. 

On motion of A. B. Leonard, the Western Christian Advocate and the 
papers represented by reporters present were requested to print in full 
the report on Temperance, adopted by the Conference. 

L. Clark read from the report of the Committee on Education that part 
which relates to the Ohio Wesleyan University, and also that concerning 
the Hillsboro Female College. 

R. S. Rust moved the adoption of the part referring to Hillsboro Col- 
lege, and J. F. Loyd, President of that institution, addressed the Con- 
ference, and that item was adopted. 

The item relating to the Ohio Wesleyan University, after remarks by 
Dr. Merrick, was adopted. 

The item relating to the Springfield College and High School was read. 
On motion of J. F. Conrey, it was so amended that T. Collett was di- 
rected, by vote of the Conference, to take such legal measures as will se- 
cure a decree of a court having jurisdiction, in relation to the McFadden 
fund, so that said fund may be transferred according to the former di- 
rection of the Conference ; and the item, so amended, was adopted. 

The item relating to the Cincinnati Wesleyan College was read and 
adopted. 

The items relating to the theological schools at Madison, Boston, and 
Evanston were read, and, after discussion and amendment, they were 
adopted. 

The time of the session was extended. 

The resolutions of the committee were read, and after some discussion 
further consideration was deferred. 

The Tenth Question was again taken up, and after favorable reports of 
the presiding elder and examiners, William Michael was elected to dea- 
con’s orders. 

The papers in the case of W. R. Dille were again presented, and the 
Conference declined to elect him to deacon’s orders. 

M. Dustin was appointed by Bishop Wiley to conduct the opening 
services this afternoon. 

The Conference Stewards presented their final report, which was 
adopted. 

After the giving of notices. Conference adjourned with the benediction 
by Dr. F. Merrick.

9. If the question before the Conference be capable of division, tipon the call 
of any member, such question shall be divided.

11. Any question may be reconsidered on the motion of any member who may 
have voted with the majority. 

12. If any member call for the previous question, and such call shall be sanc- 
tioned by a two-thirds vote of the Conference, the main question shall then be put.

STATISTICAL REPORT. 



As our statistics are published for the benefit of the Church, the 
utmost care should be taken to have them correct. Your committee 
would therefore call attention to the following points : 

First. The number of schools, the number of ofl&cers and teachers, 
and the number of scholars of all ages are reported twice, and care should 
be taken to have both reports agree. 

Second. The number of scholars fifteen years and over, the number 
under fifteen, except the infant class, and the number in the infant class 
should be equal to the total number given. 

Third. The number of the probationers on the roll at the last Con- 
ference and received since, less the number removed, dropped, withdrawn, 
unknown, deceased, and received into full connection should exactly 
leave the number on the roll at the end of the year. 

Fourth. The amount of collections given in the statistics should agree 
with the reports of the treasurers of the different societies ; therefore, 

1. Resolved., That the Conference Secretary be requested to send the 
statistical blanks and collection envelopes to the preachers in charge one 
month before the opening of the Conference session. 

2. Resolved^ That we consider it the imperative duty of all the 
preachers in charge to be ready to hand in their reports on the first day 
of the Conference session. 

3. Resolved., That a special session of Conference be held on the after- 
noon of the first day for the purpose of presenting statistical reports and 

collections. 
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4. Resolved, That the Statistical Secretaries shall not be required to re- 
ceive and enter statistics after the second day of the session. 

5. Resolved, That the utter carelessness of a large part of this Con- 
ference in filling the statistical blanks merits severe rebuke. 

6. Resolved, That we request preachers in charge to so distribute 
their benevolent eollections as to avoid reporting the fraetions of a dollar.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 



In these times, when such strenuous efforts are being made to impart a 
skeptical bias to intellectual culture, we can not prize too highly our 
Christian colleges. We especially recognize the importance of our Meth- 
odist institutions of learning, where revivals of religion are encouraged 
by the teachers, and where by faithful exhortation and fervent prayer the 
effort is made to seeure the conversion and salvation of the students 
while they are engaged in the pursuit of intellectual culture ; and we 
take great pleasure in recommending to the patronage of our people the 
schools connected with our Conference as centers of religious influence 
and power. 

TThe Olilo Wesleyan University. 

The following exhibit, taken from the Auditor’s report June 18, 1881, 
shows the financial condition of this institution :

The report of the Visiting Committee speaks encouragingly of the 
work of the past year : 

“ The discipline of the University is highly commendable. The spirit 
of loyalty to the authority of the institution is very noticeable among 
the students. The co-education of the sexes, attempted a few yearsa go 
with some degree of timidity, has become an accomplished fact, and is 
found to work admirably. It is a fact that our young men and young 
women, while connected with the University are morally safer than m 
many of the homes from which they come.” 

The same thoroughness in scholarship which has characterized the 
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students in past years is still maintained, and the standard has been 
gradually but materially elevated. This institution has now attained 
an age when much good fruit may reasonably be expected as a result of 
the labor and money expended, pnd this expectation has not been disap- 
pointed. The large number of students in attendance is one evidence of 
success. During the past year the students numbered 668; of these 419 
were gentlemen, and 249 ladies. They came from fifteen different States, 
and seventy-seven different counties of our own State were represented. 
Another evidence of success is the large number of graduates of the 
institution who are now found filling responsible and honorable positions 
in all the professions and high callings in Church and state. Ministers 
of the Gospel, missionaries in many lands, educators, editors, lawyers, 
and physicians, in large numbers, have gone forth from this college. 
Some of her former students are now prosperous business men in our 
midst, who of their abundance are beginning to devise liberal things 
for our Methodist Churches and schools. ' 

A wholesome spiritual influence is thrown around the young men and 
women in this college. The faculty is composed of Christian scholars, 
whose walk and conversation recommend the religion of our Lord Jesus 
Christ to all with whom they come in contact, and very many who enter 
the institution destitute of the knowledge of God, go away filled with the 
Holy Spirit, and consecrate their lives and their culture to the service of 
the Redeemer. 

We earnestly urge upon our people to whom Providence has committed 
abundant means the clainis and necessities of the Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. A liberal endowment is greatly needed and should be speedily 
furnished. The usefulness of this noble institution is seriously abridged 
for want of it. If while other schools, with comparatively limited 
opportunities, are being handsomely endowed in other parts of the coun- 
try, the Methodists of Ohio should allow this college, with almost unlim- 
ited possibilities, to suffer for want of a good financial foundation, it will 
be a great shame to us, and a source of deep regret to the generations 
following. We therefore commend the Ohio Wesleyan to the confi- 
dence, the patronage, the financial support, and the prayers of the mem- 
bers of our Church everywhere. 

Your committee propose the following resolutions for adoption : 

1. That Rev. L. F. Van Cleve, D. D., be reappointed Trustee for the 
term of five years from June 22, 1882, to fill the vacancy which will 
then be made by the expiration of his present term of office. 

2. That the Bishop be requested to reappoint Rev. C. H. Payne, 

D., LL. D., to the presidency, and Rev. L. D. McCabe, D. D., LL. D., 

to the chair of philosophy in the University. 

3. That Rev. W. H. Sutherland, D. D., and Rev. T. J. Harris, M. A., 
be appointed visitors for the ensuing year. 

4. That should the Trustees send an authorized financial agent to labor 
within the bounds of our Conference for the purpose of raising funds to 
complete the endowment of the Cincinnati Annual Conference Profess- 
orship, we will co-operate with said agent in all practicable ways, and 
assist him in his work. 





Xenia College. 

From a statement received from the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees 
of this school, we learn that tlie present indebtedness is $2,204.50; and 
the assets are valued at $10,000. 

This college is still under the management and control of Professor 
Wm. Smith, who, with tireless energy, is doing all within his power to 
maintain and advance its interests. A Summer Normal has been con- 
ducted for several years by Professor Smith with considerable success. 

Your committee recommend that the Secretary of this Conference be 
directed to cast the ballot of the Conference in the next annual election 
of Trustees, and that D. J. Starr and J. F. Conrey be appointed a com- 
mittee to consider all the affairs of the college, and report to the next 
session of our Conference, suggesting such measures as they may deem 
necessary for the interests of the institution. We also recommend the 
appointment of the pastors of Xenia as visitors and examiners for the 
ensuing year. 

Hillsboro Female Colleg^e. 

This school possesses many advantages. The location is beautiful and 
healthful, and the surroundings in the highest degree eligible. Rev. J. 
F. Loyd, M. A., the President, by his fidelity and energy has brought 
the school up out of its former condition of discouragement. The 
visitors report that the past year has been one of entire success, eminently 
satisfactory to the patrons and friends of the fnstitution. The attendance 
was larger than the preceding year, and the examinations evinced careful 
teaching and faithful study. The course of study is good, and special 
attention is given to music and painting. There were seven graduates 
this year, whose attainments gave evidence of the thorough work per- 
formed in the college. We recommend the reappointment of J. F. Loyd, 
M. A., to the presidency of this institution, and that the Rev. L. F. Van 
Cleve, D. D., the Rev. D. J. Starr, D. D., and the Rev. A. U. Beall b« 
appointed visitors ; also that the following named persons be chosen as 
Trustees: Asa Heines, John L. West, Joseph M. Heistand, Hardin 
Roads, Rev. L. F. Van Cleve, D. D., Thos. H. Pearne, D. D., M. Dustin, 
D. D., Rev. D. J. Starr, D. D. 

Sprlngrfield Female Colleg^e and His:b School. 

Rev. T. Collett, appoined by this Conference last year to look after the 
transfer of the McFadden bequest to the Ohio Wesleyan University, re- 
ports that he has conferred with the Trustees of the Springfield Female 
College, and has received from them the following paper, expressing their 
views with reference to said transfer : 

“5To the Cincinnati Conference M. E. Church: 

“The undersigned committee, appointed by the Trustees of theSpringfie^ 
High School and Female College to report to the Cincinnati Conference 0‘ 
the Methodist Episcopal Church the reasons why the Trustees of the afores^ 
Springfield High School and College have not transferred what is known as the 
McFadden Fund to the Ohio Wesleyan University, would report: 
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“ 1st. That in the opinion of the Board of Trustees it is a doubtful question 
whether thej^ have a legal right to make such transfer. 

“2d. That there are tWo claimants to said fund, viz: the lessees of the Spring- 
field High School and the Ohio Wesleyan University, and the law is well 
settled, that when there is more than one claimant to a trust fund, it would be 
unsafe for the Trustees to pay it to either without the decree of a court of com- 
petent equitable jurisdiction for their protection. 

“3d. This Board of Trustees, believing the same might soon be adjusted with- 
out litigation, have justified themselves in retaining the same, safely and profit- 
ably invested, until such time as the same can be disbursed in accordance with 
the manifest intention of the testator and donor of such fund.

Your committee recommend that Rev. T. Collett be reappointed to look 
after this matter during the coming year, with instructions to take such 
legal steps as are needful; and also that Revs. S. A. Brewster, C. W. 

Ketcham, W. Young, and Messrs. J. K. Mower, W. C. Frye, H. Gr. 

Hamlin, C. C. Taylor, E. V. Van Norman, W. J. White, J. W. Coles, 
J. M. Deardorf, C. H. Shaffer, J. Will. Burns, J. L. Berry, E. C. Mid- 
dleton, H. S. Showers, J. A. Card, and J. S. Shewalter, be chosen 
Trustees. 

Cincinnati Wesleyan Collegre. 

This institution has been in successful operation for thirty-nine 
years. It has educated a large number of influential ladies, who, by 
their success in life, have reflected the highest honor on the college. 
Some of these have distinguished themselves in fields of literature, 
others in the profession of teaching, and many more in useful depart- 
ments of home life. This oldest college for women still offers, as in the 
past, every advantage for thorough and finished scholarship. The 
teachers are experienced and accomplished. They reside in the college 
and devote their entire time to the care, culture, and improvement of the 
pupils. Special attention is given to the selection of instructors, not 
only in regard to superior scholarship, but also to personal character and 
adaptation to secure the love and confidence of the students. We rec- 
omend the appointment of R. H. Rust, D. D., to the presidency of the 
college, and the presiding elders of the East and West Cincinnati Dis- 
tricts, the pastors of St. Paul, York Street, Trinity, and Walnut Hills 
as visitors and examiners. 

Xlieolos^lcal Seminaries. 

We recognize the value of the theological schools which have recently 
grown up in our Church, and we earnestly recommend all our young 
oaen, so far as practicable, who are looking toward the ministry, to attend 
one of these seminaries and avail themselves of the benefits they offer. 
We hre fully persuaded, also, that our Conference should maintain an 
intimate and vital connection with our theological institutions, where so 
many of our young ministers are being trained for tlieir great and re- 
sponsible work. It is desirabje that a visitor from our Conference should 
attend each of these seminaries every year. Your committee find that 
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visitors appointed by this Conference have not usually attended the ex- 
aminations and coinniencements, for the reason that the expense is too 
great. We recommend that the Conference devise some means whereby 
the traveling expenses of visitors and examiners may be paid. We 
also recommend the appointment of A. Lowrey, D. D., and R. S. Rust, 
D. D., as visitors to Drew and Boston, and I. W. Joyce, D.D., and John 
Pearson as visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute.

REPORT OF THE REV. DR. LOWREY ON DREW THEOLOGICAL SEM- 
INARY. 



I ATTENDED as your representative, by request of the faculty, the 
commencement at Drew Theological Seminary, and gave considerable 
attention to the character and conduct of the institution. Not so much, 
however, as I think a visitor and representative of a Conference ought 
to give. I believe the corps of teachers at Drew are competent scholars 
and good men, who desire and aim to graduate the young men under 
their charge up to the standard of efficiency required by the times. I 
found them more than willing to invite and encourage every thing that 
would increase the devotion and spirituality of the student. They are 
evidently coming more and more to feel the serious fact that they take 
hold of our ministry in its plastic state, and upon them largely regts the 
responsibility of determining what our ministry shall be in the future, 
both as regards faith and holiness. 

I am persuaded that any minister will be cordially received who comes 
even to scrutinize them closely, provided *he does not come in a cynical 
spirit. Indeed, it is my conviction that they desire and court the vigil- 
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ant and fostering care of all the Conferences. If we do not now proceed to 
draw these institutions into close ecclesiastical connection and exercise 
over them a maternal supervision as the training-schools of our future 
ministry, it will be our inexcusable delinquency. 

Thirty-six students of much promise were graduated this year who 
will blend this Fall with our various conferences. And judging from the 
testimonies in their last love-feast, they will carry with them a sweet ex- 
perience and hallowing power. 

1. Resohrd, That we have not only undiminished, but increasing, con- 
fidence and hopeful joy in the Drew Theological Seminary. 

2. Resolved^ That we recommend all our young men, called of God to 
preach, after graduating in the Ohio Wesleyan University, or elsewhere, 
to take a thorough course, if practicable, in one of our Biblical schools 
before taking upon themselves the multitudinous and all-engrossing 
duties of the practical ministry.

REPORT ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 

The objects of the Sabbath -school are : First, to gain the convereion 
of the scholars and make them wise unto salvation ; and after this to 
build up their characters by the study of God’s Word and by training 
them in the doctrines and duties of Christianity. To do this work we 
must have converted and consecrated men and women. The oflficers and 
teachers should be, in every case, experimental Christians. They should 
also thoroughly acquaint themselves with the uniform lesson, using our 
own lesson helps in preference to others. As far as possible there should 
be meetings of teachers for the study of the Word. 

As the Sabbath-school is to train for a place in the Christian Church, 
there should be in connection with the lesson catechetical exercises for 
instruction in the doctrines, that we may have intelligent Christians. 

There must be also a development of the benevolent disposition, and 
our children should be taught to contribute both to the home and foreign 
work. Our schools should be upon the missionary basis, giving at least 
half of their contributions to that cause. It would be a blessing and 
profit if our other benevolences could be given a place in the Sabbath- 
school, especially that of our superannuated preachers. 
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The Church should be in the Sabbath-school for the study of the Word, 
and the Sabbath-school should be in attendance upon the Church services. 

The Sabbath-school should not be made a substitute for other means 
of grace by either scholar or teacher, but all should understand that the 
assembling together for the preaching of the Word is of paramount im- 
portance, and if for any cause they can not attend more than one of these 
services, then by all means let them choose by preference the Church 
services. 

We recommend the holding of meetings of the Sabbath -school Board 
according to the provision of the Discipline, as found in the “ Constitu- 
tion for a Sunday-school,” Art. 5th.

REPORT ON CHURCH EXTENSION. 



We recognize in the Church Extension Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church a materialization of the thought of the extension of 
the Messiah’s kingdom, akin to the manifestation of the Creator’s thought 
in the material universe. And as in this latter grand work, united with 
a continued providence, wisdom, love, and power stand declared, and by 
it God is manifest to all his creatures, so in the work of this great so- 
ciety wisdom greater than that of the serpent,” love like hers of old, 
who “ did what she could,” and a power commensurate with the marvel- 
ous progress of our Church, united with a watchful care for all the inter- 
ests of the Messiah’s kingdom, we stand manifest before the eyes of 
other branches of the militant Church and of the world. 

Its history of less than two decades, with its munificent donations of 
more than one and one-half millions of dollars, with its ingenious and 
effort-inducing loan fund of more than one-half million dollars, which 
have unitedly so wrought as to lead to the building or re-erection ot 
one church per diem throughout the year, forms a glorious volume in the 
archives of our Church. 

Such a work, so glorious, and such an honor to our ecclesiastical 
organization is surely worthy of our highest commendation and most 
earnest co-operation. Your committee verily believe that all that is 
necessary, in order to awaken an earnest enthusiasm and secure liberal 
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giving upon the part of the people of our Methodism, is that they be 
thoroughly informed of the object of the society and its glorious achieve- 
ments hitherto. Let the laity be informed as to the wants of the society ; 
let them be instructed through sermons, addresses, and the distribution 
of the prepared information ; let every preacher of the 3Iethodist Episco- 
pal Church within the bounds of'the Cincinnati Conference present the 
claims of the Church Extension Society, and we believe the people will 
meet its demands. According to the latest available information (the 
Minutes of our Conference for 1880), thirty of the appointments of the 
Cincinnati Conference failed to take any collection for this cause, and in 
a number of instances the amounts collected ranged as low as twenty-five 
cents. In view of these facts, while we believe that this exhibit of our 
Conference will compare favorably with that of any other in the connec- 
tion, we can not but believe that even better results may be reached ; 
therefore, resolved, 

1. That we as a Conference have not hitherto sufficiently appreciated 
the magnitude and efficiency of the work that has been done by the 
Church Extension Society. 

2. That as the highest element in revealed religion is love, and as 
“charity to the soul is the soul of charity,” and as the most permanent 
form of this Christian beneficence is found in the erection of Christian 
churches, that we will, by our best efforts, urge the continuance of this 
work till it becomes a wonder to men and a joy to angels. 

3. That we will emulate the commendation of the heathen centurion, 
“He loveth our nation, and hath built us a synagogue by building those 
places through which is propagated that righteousness which exalteth a 
nation.” 

4. That we will welcome to our homes and pulpits the secretaries and 
other accredited agents of the Church Extension Society in the further- 
ance of their great work. 

^ 5. That we will use our utmost efforts to furnish all needful informa- 
tion upon this subject to our people.

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REPORT ON FREEDMEN’S AID SOCIETY. ' 



Our national problem, the solution of which the civilized world 
awaits, is, “ How can the heterogeneous elements of our population be 
harmonized?” Our loved Zion, together with other evangelical Churches, 
is toiling toward the solution ; “ They are to be made one in Christ 
Jesus.” This is the significance of the fact that the Church has taken 
under her fostering care the Scandinavians, the Germans, the Chinese, 
the American Indians, and last, but not least, the emancipated slaves. 
The historian of the future will accord to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church the honor she deserves. 

None of the semi-foreign elements in our population have so strong 
a claim upon us as the freedmen. If each adult male negro was given a 
tract of land and ready money to improve it, that would be a just, 
though inadequate, restitution for the unrequited toil of himself and his 
ancestors. Such a donation, however, would be a curse. Give them, 
rather, the Gospel and an education. By so doing the injustice and in- 
humanity of the past can, to a degree, be atoned for, and this large ele- 
ment of our population be lifted from practical serfdom to intelligent, 
Christian citizenship. 

An agency for the accomplishment of this end is the Freedmen’s 
Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Providence cre- 
ated it. OflScered by men whose adaptation to the work is singularly 
complete ; appealing to the heart and conscience of the Church, and 
greeted by the downtrodden freedmen as an angel of light, no wonder 
that its past has been a brilliant success ; no wonder that a society with 
such a mission has been able, in its comparatively brief existence, to 
raise nearly a million dollars to be expended in the support of instruct- 
ors and the securing of permanent property and endowments, the in- 
struction of 63,000 pupils, who have, in turn, been instrumental in the 
instruction of half a million more. We believe that the action of the 
last General Conference, in embracing the poor whites of the South in 
the sphere of this Society’s work, has enhanced its claims upon our 
people. We heartily commend the work and workers of the Women’s 
Home Missionary Society. 

We recommend that the presiding elders apportion $4,000, the amount 
designated to be raised by the Cincinnati Conference, to the several dis- 
tricts and charges. We will strive earnestly to increase our collections 
in all our charges. ' 

We recommend the reappointment of Rev. Dr. R. S. Rust, who has 
served the society with distinguished ability from its inception as its 
Secretary. J. W. Bushonq, Chairman.

REPORT ON FINANCE. 



TnE‘great importance of proper and efficient methods of raising the 
annual supplies for the ministry and the propagation of the Gospel is 
certainly not as generally or fully appreciated throughout our Church 
as it should be. In giving according to their ability some are doing 
nobly, but the calm reflection of a moment convinces that, in view of the 
great and pressing demands of the Church, an amount far too small finds its 
place in the Lord’s treasury. It is feared that the solemn promise made 
when received into full connection in the Church, that “ we will con- 
tribute according to our ability to the support of the Gospel and the 
various benevolent enterprises of the Church,” is by some misunder- 
stood, by some too soon forgotten, and by others utterly disregarded. 

We deplore the growing practice of mingling the Stewards’ and 
Trustees’ accounts as misleading and undisciplinary. We would there- 
fore most heartily indorse and recommend the disciplinary plan for 
raising these supplies, and call attention to the importance of universal 
and systematic contributions to the ministerial support as a necessity to 
the spiritual growth of both individual and Church, and to the ministers 
comfort. “ Let the Stewards, or a committee appointed for that purpose, 
estimate the amount necessary for a comfortable support of the pastors 
for the year. Then ascertain from each member of the Church, and, as 
far as practicable, from each attendant of the congregation, what each 
purposes to give as his or her weekly, monthly or quarterly contribution. 
Let the Stewards enter the same on their records, and keep a correct

account with each individual, informing them of deficiencies and collect 
the same, if possible, by the close of the quarter. 

We also recommend that the benevolent collections of the Church be 
distributed as equally as possible throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 



As the present is a time of extraordinary interest on the subject of 
temperance in Ohio, our people will be likely to give more than usual 
attention to the utterances of the General Conferences on that subject. 
We regard the present as a good time to remind them of at least a part 
of the former actions of the Chureh. The proceedings of the early 
General Conferences of our Church give ample evidence of the care 
taken by the fathers rightly to instruct our people in the duty of per- 
sonal total abstinence. They were also taught to persuade all others to 
desist from the use of intoxicants and labor faithfully as citizens for the 
total suppression of the traflSc. 

Coming to the later conferences, wo find that of 1848 “proclaims with 
peculiar satisfaction that we now have Mr. Wesley’s rule on spirituous 
liquors restored to our General Rules. This was done by a vote of 2,011 
to 21 in the annual conferences. This overwhelming majority,” they 
continue, “ may be considered as full proof that the making, vending or 
using intoxicating liquors as a beverage are judged to be unchristian 
practices by American Methodism, and ought not to be tolerated in the 
Church of God.” They also declare it a “ special duty ” to put forth 
“ our utmost Christian endeavors to secure the’ complete triumph of this 
great cause;” and finally “we most earnestly recommend to all the annual 
conferences to adopt such measures as they may deem best calculated to 
advance this very desirable object.” 

The conference of 1852 ^eaks of the cause of temperance having 
reached “ a deeply interesting stage of progress. ... A brighter 
day has dawned. The persuasive influence of the pulpit and the press, 
and the more strenuous influences of Church discipline, have been re- 
cently re-enforced by several prohibitory laws passed by the legislatures 
of several States. Other legislatures will, we doubt not, sooner or later, 
follow their example.” 

One resolution says, “ we greatly rejoice in the recent manifestations 
of public sentiment upon this subject, and especially that God is putting 
it into the hearts of civil rulers to interpose the authority of the state 
for the protection of society against what we hold to be an enormous 
social wrong — the manufacture and sale of intoxicating drinks. Instead 
of relaxing our efforts we call on all, with renewed diligence, to use all 
proper means to spread and consummate those plans so obviously trace- 
able to a propitious Providence.” 

Through the press of business the conference of 1856 did not take up 
the excellent report submitted by the committee. 
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That of 1860, says: “AVe are deeply sensible of the responsibility 
resting upon the Church for the ultimate triumph of temperance princi- 
ples ; and while we appreciate all social and civil influences for the extir- 
pation of that vice, we utterly despair of success unless the Church main- 
tains a position firm and unequivocal against all complicity with the 
traffic, and at the same time gives her earnest sanction and faithful 
co-operation to all proper measures for its destruction. That we there- 
fore urge upon our ministers and members to co-operate in all proper 
efforts for securing in the several States in which they reside, laws which 
will effectually prohibit the traffic in intoxicating drinks.” This confer- 
ence also resolved against renting premises for the use of the traffic or 
selling grain where it is known to be used in the manufacture of such 
liquors, and declares such conduct to be “ contrary to sound Christiao 
morals,” 

The General Conference of 1864 spoke of “ the urgent necessity of 
special effort to stay the ravages of intemperance,” and favored leaving 
“ the employment of outside social or political agencies to be determined 
by individual conscience.” 

The conference of 1868 says: “The Methodist Church was the first 
Christian Church since the apostles that forbade the use of spirituous 
liquors as a beverage. She goes farther: she forbids their sale for such 
purposes. By this word she will stand.” There seems to have been 
some doubt as to the meaning of the words “ spirituous liquors ” in the 
General Rule, and to resolve the doubt the conference declared that “ to 
change ‘spirituous’ to ‘intoxicating liquors’ is unnecessary, since all 
classes of beverages known to the trade as intoxicants, including ale, 
lager beer, cider, wines and stronger drinks, are intended to be included 
under the term ‘ spirituous liquors,’ and should be so considered by the 
members and ministers of our Church.” Among the resolutions passed 
the following is noteworthy: “We urge our brethren in no way by any 
purposed co-operation through the enticements of business or politics to 
encourage this evil, but to carefully abstain from all such temptations, 
that the Church may receive no harm, but may present a uniform front 
against the worst foe of Christ and souls.” ^ 

The General Conference of 1872 — the first in which the voice of the 
laity was heard with that of the ministry — laid down as a basil princi- 
ple that “ the Church of Christ represents and embodies the only true 
principles of individual and national reform, and it is our settled con- 
viction that we must rely mainly for the success of the temperance cause 
on her leadership and co-operation.” It points to the early, constant, 
bold, and emphatic utterances of the Church on this subject, “ all of 
which,” said they, “we would reaffirm, and we ought, if possible as a 
Church, to take more/ advanced ground in enunciating a more elevated 
and advanced platform of principles, and to clearly and boldly mark out 
the lines of policy to be pursued.” It then in the first resolution de- 
clared : “ That we are more than ever convinced of the absolute need of 
total legal prohibition, as a condition ofi the removal and cure of the 
evils of intemperance, and we here pledge our utmost endeavors to inaug- 
urate so wise and salutory a dispensation.” The second says : “ Though 
we never can be satisfied with any thing less than the entire destruction 
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of the liquor traffic, yet we consider laws making the vast system of 
iniquity responsible for the losses and woes which it inflicts, as a step 
in that direction.” The third said : “ We most earnestly protest against 
our members giving any countenance to the liquor traffic by signing peti- 
tions for license, by voting to grant licenses, by renting property for such 
purposes, or by directly helping in any other way to promote intemper- 
ance. Any one thus acting is guilty of unchristian conduct, and is sub- 
ject to disciplinary action.” The fourth said, “ that we should make 
special efibrt to secure the nomination and election to office of strictly 
temperance men.” 

The committee reported in favor of a temperance committee to be 
appointed by the quarterly conference, but that was laid on the table. 
The recommendation was renewed in 1880, and not only carried, but was 
made exceptionally prominent — the preacher in charge being instructed 
to call the committee together every three months to plan for the pro- 
motion of the temperance cause in the community — a distinction 
accorded to no other. In 1880, also, the substance of the third resolution 
was incorporated in the Discipline, under the head “Trial of Members.” 

In 1876 the report of the Committee on Temperance was largely 
amended, but not, as often before, by “striking out,” but by adding. 
The resolutions presented and passed, said; “ That we are unalterably 
opposed to the importation, manufacture ^nd sale of all kinds of dis- 
tilled, fermented, and vinous liquors designed to be used as a beverage ; 
and that it is the duty of every member of the Christian Church to dis- 
countenance and oppose the evil at all times by voice and vote.” They 
recommended the use of the unfermented juice of the grape for sacra- 
mental purposes, commended the publications of the National Temper- 
ance Association, and “ Rewlved, That we are fully convinced of the 
wisdom and absolute need of total legal prohibition.” There was added, 
on motion of Mr. Ransom, a lay delegate from the Newark Conference, 
the substance of the third resolution of 1872; and a prohibition of be- 
coming bondsmen for persons asking license, on motion of Rev. H. 
Wheeler, of Wyoming ; the organization of juvenile temperance socie- 
ties was recommended on motion of Doctor (now Bishop) Fo.ss; and one 
recognizing and commending the ministry of the gifted and godly women 
m the work of temperance was added on motion of our own Dr. Lowrey. 

But 1880 fixes the high-water mark on this subject. The General Con- 
ference that met in Cincinnati a year ago last May added to the list of 
disciplinary committees one on temperance, as already mentioned. To 
the chapter on the “ Trial of Members ” they added to the specifications, 
under “ Imprudent and Unchristian Conduct,” the words “ signing 
petitions in favor of granting license for the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
becoming bondsmen for persons engaged in such traffic, renting property 
as the place in or on which to manufacture or sell intoxicating liquors,” 
as crimes for which, if unrepentant, a member should be expelled. The 
same conference added to the Discipline a new and separate chapter on 
temperance, a part of which reads as follows : “ Both science and human 
experience unite with the Holy Scriptures in condemning all alcoholic 
beverages as being neither useful nor safe. The business of manufac- 
turing and vending such liquors is also against the principles of mor- 

r 
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ality, political economy, and the public welfare. We therefore regard 
voluntary abstinence from all intoxicants as the true ground of personal 
temperance, and complete legal prohibition of the traffic in alcoholic 
drinks as the duty of civil government. We heartily approve of all 
lawful and Christian efforts to save society from the manifold and griev- 
ous evils resulting from intemperance, and earnestly advise our people to 
co-operate in all measures which may seem to them wisely adapted to 
secure that end.” 

It will be seen by the foregoing quotations from the actions of the 
General Conferences, that though our Church has always been a deter- 
mined foe of the liquor traffic, yet from 1848 to 1880 the sentiment of 
the Church has steadily grown in the direction of legal prohibition. 
To-day it stands uncompromisingly in favor of that position ; therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That we are in favor of all proper measures looking to 
the constitutional prohibition of the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage. 

2. That we, as heretofore, recognize in others, and claim for ourselves, 
the right personally and conscientiously to decide by what methods this 
result can be secured. 

3. That we call the attention of our people to the action of the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1868, in its authoritative definition of the phrase 
“ spirituous liquors,” as it occurs in our General Rules, and earnestly 
exhort them to a conscientious fidelity to their vows by personal total 
abstinence from all intoxicants.

OBSERVANCE OF THE SABBATH. 

The Sabbath is a divine institution. The obligation to observe it is 
perpetual and universal. It was made for man and meets his physical 
and spiritual wants. It is for rest and spiritual edification. We keep it 
holy by not using it for secular purposes and amusement, and by employ- 
ing it for the promotion of spiritual interests. It is essential to the 
well-being of individuals and of society. 

One has said : “ There is no religion without worship, and there is no 
worship without a Sabbath.” 

It will be found that the highest state of Christian civilization is in 
connection with the most faithful observance of the Christian Sabbath, 
and the grosser conditions of society are associated with its desecration. 

The Church of Christ, by its members, is the natural guardian of the 
Sabbath. Its sacredness should find advocacy in their precept and illus- 
tration in their practice. The Church unfaithful in this, fidelity can not 
be expected elsewhere. Satan and sin are enemies of all moral truth. 
They seek especially to undermine foundations. The Sabbath institution 
is one of the subjects of these adverse influences. Enemies do not seem 
to seek annihilation, but simply modification. They plead for “ liberty 
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and “broadness;” but liberality grows to the removal of all restraint 
and broadness to the removal of all limit, when, what began as modifi- 
cation ends ( in destruction. Inroads are being made upon this sacred 
institution which, if not arrested, will destroy it altogether. The most 
dangerous concessions made to these insidious influences are such as are 
made by the Church through its members. Secular thought, conversa- 
tion, and reading are too much indulged in by professed Christian people. 

Some camp-meetings are conducted with too little regard for the 
sacredness of the Sabbath-day, in the kind of traffic allowed. We hope 
the day will soon come when the gates of all our camp-meetings will be 
closed on the Sabbath, as some of the most successful of them now are. 
The so-called camp-meetings held by colored people in the suburbs of 
our towns have for their object, in most cases, money-making, as much so 
as a fair or festival. This object is professed and open. They should 
be thoroughly discountenanced. 

The sale or purchase of Sunday newspapers, pleasure rides, and excur- 
sions find too many patrons among Church members. When the Church 
shall stand in the clear light on this subject her testimony will be positive 
and effective as against all grosser forms of Sabbath desecration. 

The subject of Sabbath observance should have more frequent and 
earnest presentation from the pulpit and press, and tracts on the subject 
should be given a more extended circulation. 

“ The attempt now being made by a portion of our foreign population, 
joined by an equally dissolute class of native citizens, to blot out Sunday 
from ‘the calendar of American institutions, threatens the most serious 
consequences to the Church and state, and should be counteracted by 
the most prompt, vigorous, and persistent efforts.” 

It is to be deprecated that by State law regiments go into camp for a 
term including the Sabbath. Multitudes visit these camps on the Lord’s 
day with no motive other than pleasure or traffic. Parade and inspection 
are often advertised I'or that day with the purpose of attracting the 
multitude. The effect is to interfere with public worship and to under- 
mine public morals. 

We commend this subject to the careful thought and earnest efforts of 
all Christians and of all patriots, that the day may soon come when, as a 
Church and as a nation, we may “ remember the Sabbath day to keep it 
lioly.” Wm. Young, Chairman.

PERIODICALS AND BOOK CONCERN. 

1. Recognizing the power of the religious press as a great auxiliary 
of the pulpit, and fully appreciating the high moral and evangelical 
tone of our Church papers, we heartily commend them to the patronage 
of our people, and as pastors we will seek to introduce them into every 
Methodist home within our charges. 

2. It is authoritatively reported that the Western Book Concern has 
long carried a large indebtedness, on the part of ministers, which has 
necessitated an excessive outlay in the interest account, thus greatly 
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diminishing the profits of the business, and often resulting in serious 
losses by the death, disability, withdrawal, or expulsion from the min- 
istry of persons so indebted. This indebtedness constitutes a heavy 
incurabrance which impairs the usefulness, and if continued must ulti- 
mately endanger the financial standing, of our publishing interests. It 
is to be deprecated by every loyal Methodist minister. It is unbusiness- 
like ; it is unjust in its bearings upon those ministers who scrupulously 
meet financial obligations; it increases the cost of publication, thus dimin- 
ishing the circulation of our books and periodicals ; it jeopardizes a 
sacred trust, and diverts the profits from their legitimate channels; it is 
an open sore which ought to be closed at once and forever. 

Whereas, It is alleged by the representative of the Concern, at the 
present session, that nearly 84,500 of this indebtedness is due from mem- 
bers of this Conference, the accumulation of years preceding the current 
year, and that earnest and persistent efforts on the part of the Agents to 
secure payment according to the instructions of the last annual Confer- 
ence, have utterly failed. 

Therefore, we recommend the Agents to begin proceedings at once for 
the collection of this indebtedness according to disciplinary provision 
for the non-payment of debts, and to discontinue all credit to such mem- 
bers of this Conference as do not meet their current obligations. 

Resolved, That should the Book Agents not carry out these instruc- 
tions for the collection of said accounts, we request that they do not 
ask for the appointment of a commitee on this subject at the next session 
of our Conference.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The Home Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
was organized in 1880, in the city of Cincinnati, by the adoption of a 
constitution and by-laws, and the election of the usual complement of 
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officers, of whom Mrs. Rutherford B. Hayes is President, and Mrs. Dr. 
R. S. Rust is Corresponding Secretary. The society has received the 
indorsement of the bishops and of twenty-four annual conferences. 

The aim of the society is to enlist and organize the efforts of Christian 
women in behalf of needy and destitute , women and children through- 
out our land without regard to race or sect. It has already given proof 
of its wisdom and practical usefulness by its initial work in the South ; 
and it is showing additional signs of progress by preparing to .extend its 
work in all directions as its funds may justify. It is now meditating the 
erection of a home and boarding department, in connection with the Con- 
ference Seminary, located at Salt Lake, Utah, there to assist in imparting 
a pure, Christian education to the youths of that misguided section. 

We indulge the hope that at last, after so many tentative localized and 
detached experiments in home missionary operations, the Church has 
found in this society what will answer its needs in the ultimate general 
supervision of religious and humanizing work among destitute popula- 
tions, under one control and wide-reaching organization. 

We, therefore, take pleasure in approving the organization of the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and in commending its objects and methods to the people of this Confer- 
ence; and, further, 

AVe indorse the Cincinnati Conference Home Missionary Society,. Mrs. 
Dr. T. H. Pearne, President, and Mrs. Rev. William Runyan, Secretary 
and Treasurer, auxiliary to the general society, and pledge it all proper, 
pecuniary and moral support.

REPORT ON MORMON POLYGAMY. 



The growth of the monstrous evil of Mormon Polygamy is to be 
regarded not only with the utmost reprehension, but with increased alarm. 
There are no circumstances connected with it which at all mitigate its 
vicious character. It must be regarded as a violation of the sacredness 
of marriage, of the inalienable right of personal liberty, and of the 
purity of sexual morality, and as debasing to individual and subversive 
of social and political integrity. 

The phenomenon is presented of the highest Christian civilization 
tolerating in its very heart a system of semi-heathen barbarism ; of 
the freest and best government in the world protecting under its 
laws a species of domestic and social tyranny hitherto unknown in 
the history of modern states. African slavery was bad enough, but 
it was a relic of a past age, an entail from former generations inter- 
woven in the political fabric as it was transmitted to us ; but here is 
a system acknowledged by all to be at variance with the funda- 
mental principles of Christian virtue and of free institutions foisted 
Qpon the land in the broad day of the nineteenth century, and little or 
nothing done by successive national administrations for its suppression. 
The laws enacted against Mormon Polygamy are set at defiance. It 
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maintains itself by fraudulent appeals to an illiterate peasantry abroad, 
and by perjury, theft, and murder at home. Planted on a virgin soil and 
under a genial clime, it is surrounding itself by material resources, and 
multiplying so rapidly in its numbers and appliances, that it may be able, 
ere another generation, to defy both the laws and the armed forces of 
the general government. We shall then see not only the spectacle of a 
gross contradiction in morals and institutions, but that of an imperium 
in imperio, and shall be obliged to grapple with a second armed rebellion 
against the nation. 

We are deeply convinced that it is time that the people of the land 
should reoognize the truth that a milk-and-water policy never cauter- 
ized a great public cancer, and should arise in their majesty and strength, 
and compel the general government to such decisive action as will cut 
up by the roots this social Upas, which, if allowed much longer to fasten 
and spread itself, will curse with moral and political blight one of the 
fairest domains of our free and expanding republic. 

We therefore resolve, as the sense of this Conference, 

1. That it is the urgent duty of the general government to apply at 
once adequate remedies for the extirpation of Mormon Polygamy. If 
the ordinary processes of the eivil and criminal courts are not enough, 
then the laws should be executed by arms. 

2. That we call upon the people everywhere, by discussion, appeal, and 

petition, to cease not to agitate on the subject, until the crime shall be 
abolished.

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MRS. MAROAREX YOUISG. 

Mrs. Margaret Young, daughter of Mr. R. R. and Mrs. E. Claspill, 
was born in the valley of Virginia, near Winchester, September 10, 1812. 
From thence, while quite young, she removed with her parents to Lancas- 
ter, 0., where she grew up and resided until her marriage. She was 
reared in the cradle of Methodism. Her parents were Methodists. A 
brother, a brother-in-law, a nephew, and an uncle were Methodist itin- 
erant ministers. The uncle, Henry Smith, preached the Gospel to the 
early settlers of the vicinity of Mount Washington over eighty years 
ago. In May, 1832, during a very extensive revival of religion, which 
occurred under the ministry of Revs. L. Connell and W. Young, in Lan- 
caster, where the deceased resided, she embraced religion and united with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. Her conversion was clear and power- 
ful, and her consecration to Christ was entire and for life. July 5, 1832, 
she was united in marriage with the Rev. William Young, who survives 
to mourn her absence. This union was a happy one ; it was a union of 
hearts, and continued without any abatement of affection, in health and 
ill sickness, for near forty-eight years, “ until death did part.” As her 
husband was then engaged in the itinerant ministry she at once adapted 
herself to this new sphere of life, and thus became an efficient helpmeet 
to her husband in the work of the ministry. She cheerfully shared with 
him in the labors and sacrifices incident to the Methodist itinerancy in 
the earlier days of the Church in this country. She has known what it 
was to suffer the inconveniences of what are called hard appointments, 
as well as to enjoy the comforts of more pleasant ones. She was the 
mother of two children, a daughter, Mrs. E. Copelen, who survives, and 
a son, Wm. McKendree, who preceded her some twenty years. Though 
his death was one of remarkable Christian triumph, yet occurring as it 
did, about the time that her health began to fail, the bereavement pro- 
duced in her a most depressed state of mind, from which she was never 
fully relieved. Shortly after the death of her son a well defined heart- 
disease set in, attended by an intense nervous irritability. These afflic- 
tions seemed to become chronic, and for some twelve years she passed 
through an amount of suffering which can only be computed by hi® 
who knoweth all things, and who seeth the end from the beginning. 
But all this she patiently endured, as “ seeing him who is invisible. 
Some seven years ago her heart disease and nervous affection seemed to 
culminate in brain disea.se. This most painful disease blurred her eye- 
sight, and finally destroyed it; it caused a dark cloud to shroud her in- 
tellect, and blighted her path of social life from thenceforward ; she 
had to be cared for as the infant. For a year or two she knew no 
one, not even her daughter; except, however, that she retained a kind 
of instinctive recognition of her husband. This was evinced by calling 
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his name, especially amid her paroxysms of sufiferiog, and seeming 
comparatively quiet and contented when he was present with her. 

Her religious experience was of the solid cast. She was emotional in 
her religion, but seldom indulged in much outward demonstrations. As 
the dark cloud was never lifted from her mind, she was never able to 
furnish any intelligent information in regard to her religious comforts or 
prospects of future bliss ; but all was well in her case. Jesus was with 
her. In her general character she was always buoyant and hopeful, 
never despondent. This was strikingly manifested in her long course of 
aflSietion. In her character she presented a marked reserve. She was 
somewhat tardy in forming new acquaintances ; but when once formed 
she was rigidly inflexible in her friendships. With her a friend in pros- 
perity was one in adversity. The appeal of distress always touched her 
heart; and she was generous according to her ability, previous to her 
affliction. She was a zealous and faithful worker in the different depart- 
meots of the Church, in the benevolent society, in the Sunday-school, in 
the temperance cause, and in all the Church work “ she did what she 
could.” Her death was a lingering one, distinguished to the close by 
evidences of acute suffering. The primary cause of her death was brain 
disea.se, which was so intense as to affect the general contour of the 
cranium. But the proximate cause was starvation. A paralysis of the 
throat supervened during the last weeks of her life, which prevented her 
from taking any nourishment whatever ; even the smallest amount of 
liquid would produce instant strangulation. Thus this Christian woman 
suffered, but ere “the weary wheels of life stood still” the suffering 
look gave place to a pleasant smile. She gave a significant nod of the 
head, peacefully closed her sightless eyes, and went home to God. She 
died at her home in Mount Washington, December 10, 1880, aged sixty- 
eight years and three months. J. W. W. 



MRS. MARV A. SPAHR. 

Mrs. Mary Amelia Spahr was the daughter of Wesley and Maria 
Osborn, born near Spring Valley, in Greene County, 0., March 16, 1837 ; 
was married to Rev. A. N. Spahr, of the Cincinnati Conference, in 1856, 
and died in Oxford, September 21, 1880, in her forty-fourth year. When 
twelve, under the ministry of Rev. J. C. Bonticou, she was converted, 
baptized, and became a member of the Church. Her early Christian life 
was marked by a clear and happy experience, a fervent devotion to the 
Church, and a cheerful readiness for every good word and work. She 
acquainted herself thoroughly with the doctrines and duties of Chris- 
tianity, as held by the Church of her choice, and was blessed with rare 
gifts and graces for doing good. Her motto was holiness and usefulness, 
and this she illustrated well in the important position to which God was 
pleased to call her. With her husband she served in twelve charges ; in 
all twenty-four years. “The love of Christ constrained her.” Hers was 
indeed loving work for the Master. She was especially a devoted friend 
to the poor and suffering, affording them relief to her utmost ability. In 
Wesley Chapel and York Street Stations, Cincinnati, and in Grace 
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Church, Urbana, she exhibited great wisdom and skill in organizing and 
carrying forward the ladies’ work. She was favored and encouraged 
with many grateful testimonials of the high esteem in which she was 
held by the members of these and other charges. As a preacher’s wife, 
she excelled. She helped her husband much in the work of the Lord. 
As a mother, she abounded in affectionate devotion to her family, looking 
well to the ways of. her household, so that her surviving children may 
“call her blessed.” She has left a sacred testimony for Jesus wherever 
she was known. Her health became impaired seven years since, and so 
continued until one year before her death, when she began to decline 
rapidly with consumption. The great strokes of sorrow which fell upon 
the family circle in the loss, by death, of two noble sons just as they 
were coming to manhood, no doubt hastened the work of disease; but in 
all her sorrow and suffering she was a consecrated, sustained believer. 
At her last participation in the sacramental service in the church at 
Oxford she was greatly blessed, and testified to her husband of her abil- 
ity to sweetly resign all to the will of Gfod. And later, at Gedarville, in 
a love-feast, she gave a rich and wonderful experience of the power of 
grace, in the presence of her parents and many friends of early life. 
Before her departure she was enabled to speak words of encouragement 
to her husband, to pronounce a mother’s blessing upon each of her chil- 
dren, expressing in holy triumph the hope that they would meet again. 
Her last words were, “ I am going home; going home. Good-bye,” and 
now she rests from her labors. T. Collett. 



MRS. MARY SBYS. 



Mrs. Ann Osborn Seys, the wife of the late Dr. John Seys, sweetly 
fell asleep in Jesus, January 8, 1881, in Springfield, Ohio. She was 
born July 1, 1804, on the Island of St. Bartholomew, West Indies. 
When quite young she was taken by her parents to Halifax, N. S.. where 
they lived till 1818, when they returned to the West Indies. She was 
married to Mr. John Seys, September 28, 1821. Mr. Seys, having been 
licensed to preach, came to the United States, and, in 1829, joined th^ 
Black Biver Conference, and was appointed to Ogdensburg as his first 
charge. Mrs. Seys, coming from the tropics to the cold and bleak wil- 
derness of Northern New York, from the luxuries of an affluent home to 
the uncertain and meager support of an itinerant minister of that day, 
subject to frequent changes, and never to taste the sweets of a settled 
home, keenly realized the situation ; but, with true heroism and inspired 
with love to Jesus, very quickly adapted herself to the new order of life, 
and developed useful and beautiful traits of character which were her 
honor and glory in old age. She and her husband served the Lord and 
the Church on various circuits and stations for a series of years, and also 
as missionaries among the Oneida Indians. 

Learning that every representative of our Church who had served on 
the Western coast of Africa was either dead or disabled by the fever of 
that terrible climate, and believing that their Southern birth might giro

them some immunity from danger, they volunteered their services in the 
cause of Christ to go as missionaries to that neglected and dreaded out- 
post of the Church. In 1835 they arrived in Monrovia, Liberia, with 
two children, leaving two in the United States living, and one dead, and 
one buried in the ocean on their voyage from the West Indies. Death 
quickly claimed another of their family from African fever. Yet, despite 
sickness, suffering, death, risk, and isolation, in that far-off land, they 
remained there till 1838, when, broken down utterly in health, they re- 
turned and found a home for a little time in Middletown, Conn. After 
a very brief rest and partial restoration, Mr. Seys returned to his post at 
Monrovia, leaving Mrs. Seys here in charge of the children. Within a 
year another child, the eldest daughter, died. Soon after this, at the 
earnest request of the mission board, she joined her husband in Liberia, 
taking two of her children with her, and leaving three in the care of 
strangers. They remained in Africa till 1841, when Mr. Seys resigned 
his charge of the mission, returned home, and resumed the work of a 
pastor in conference, in which they continued, with the usual incidents 
and vicissitudes of the itinerancy, till 1855, when they located in Spring- 
field, Ohio. In 1859 she again accompanied her husband to Africa, 
where they remained till 1861, when she returned to Springfield to make 
it her home. But her husband being sent by the government as consul 
to Liberia, once more she crossed the ocean, in 1868, to serve the Mas- 
ter in the jungles of Africa, from which they returned in 1870, since 
which time she has lived in Springfield, where she buried her husband, 
over eight years ago. Thus we see that Sister Seys has had a life of toil, 
of suffering, privation, and exposure. All her labor and sacrifice, so 
cheerfully rendered for the Master, will never be known till the revela- 
tions of the great hereafter. “ She hath done what she could.” She 
said to me some time before her death, that her life, although so full of 
trial and sacrifice, had been one of great peace and spiritual triumph, 
and that if she had life to live over again, she would choose to be the 
wife of a Methodist itinerant preacher, and would gladly spend and be 
spent in the service of Christ in trying to save souls. “ To save souls, 
to preach Jesus, is the grandest work to which mortal was ever called.” 
Her end was triumphant. She said, “ I have no merit, but I feel that 
the blood of Jesus cleanseth me from all sin ; I have victory ! 0 Lamb 
of God, I come^ I come” The Church has lost an ornament, but heaven 
has gained a jewel. C. W. K.
